If with the individual effort there is a 
recognized united one, it stimulates the effort and forces 
those with whom we have to deal at long range, to a great 
extent, to admit that their opportunities of making profit- 
able investments are assured.

there is united expression and work it is a much easier 
matter to induce the right kind of men to investigate. 

There is too much selfishness all over this old world 
and the people here are much the same as elsewhere. It 
is recognized by all of the leading financiers that in unity 
alone there is strength and endurance and as an evidence 
it is only necessary to look to the reason of the formation 
of the various big trusts that have been organized. Seeing 
that they are successful is it not evident that the people of 
the Columbia Valley, working with tue same end in view, 
should-become as one and so conform every effort that they 
will have full weight and significance?
